Prime Minister Interviewed, Denies Coup Reports

appointed prime minister of Burundi at the end of last 
month after much wrangling between his Uprona 
{National Unity and Progress] and the majority Hutu 
Frodebu [Front for Democracy in Burundi], he seemed to 
be picking up a poisoned chalice. Ethnic violence was 
widespread and it hasn’t lessened. At the weekend, a senior 
Frodebu official claimed that a Tutsi coup had been 
plotted by members of the Army with the backing of 
ousted President Bagaza. That evoked fears of the repeat of 
the massacres that followed the abortive coup in 1993, in 
which President Ndadaye was killed, and there has been a 
spate of assassinations including the murder of a Hutu 
government minister, and the crucifixion and mutilation 
of a Tutsi former mayor of Bujumbura. On the line to 
Bujumbura, Raggi Omar asked Antoine Nduwayo if he 
was seriously worried by the situation. 


{Begin recording] [Nduwayo] The consequence of this 
crisis which we have since October 1993, of course, it has 
make as a lot of difficult for new government but we 
have decided to continue. [sentence as heard] I think that 
the international media have take some information 
which are completely wrong. [sentence as head] 


[Omar] Are you referring about these reports we've got 
of a coup attempt being mounted by Tutsi politicians 
and officers? 


[Nduwayo] Yes, that one, I think, 1s completely not true. 


{Omar] But you realize, I mean, this was made by a 
senior spokesman of the ruling Frodebu party in Brussels 
at a time when President Ntibantunganya was also in 
Brussels. That’s when the news was let out. 


[Nduwayo] Yes, that is not the first time that some 
people of ruling party make declaration just to compli- 
cate the situation in the country. The tension between 
particularly young people from the two ethnic but I think 
the government has the possibility to come out of these 
difficulties. [sentence as heard] I don’t accept that those 
people who are making propaganda for their own party 
are relating the real situation in the country. 


[Omar] So you say Frodebu is playing at propaganda to 
whip up certain sentiments in Burundi? 


[Nduwayo] Yes, | think the taking note of this situation 
of assassination of Mr. (Gamsha), this spokesman, I 
think, is trying to complicate the situation here. This is 
not the first time that they have [word indistinct], they 
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announced coup attempt. I think it must be the fourth or 
the fifth plan. Don’t believe those things. There is no 
[words indistinct]. 


[Omar] Do you feel personally in a particularly tight spot 
because you yourself, a Tutsi, try to lead a coalition 
government at the time when the situation in Burundi is 
extremely tense? 


[Nduwayo] This is not the first time that we have tension 
in the country but I believe that this one is consequence 
of the crisis which we have. The new government know 
that it has to go ahead with this program, and we have 
decided to fight all those criminals and militiamen that 
in few months we can control the situation. [end

‘Technical Reasons’ Delay Minister’s Funeral

minister for public security, Issa Ngendakumana, told 
PANA today. He added, however, that the delay had 
nothing to do with security problems in the capital, 
where rumours of abductions or murder of senior offi- 
cials have been making the rounds in Bujumbura. The 
minister criticized those spreading the rumours saying 
they were not serving the interest of the country.

north, during the police search for the body of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Lucien Sakubu, who was kidnapped on 
13 March by Hutu elements. The two districts situated in 
the northern part of the capital are known to be strong- 
holds of the Front for Democracy in Burundi. It is to 
these districts that kidnapped Tutsis and Hutus accused 
of flirting with Tutsis are usually taken to be judged by a 
public prosecutor, executed, and buried. 


According to LE PHARE weekly published in Bujum- 
bura, the kidnappers are given several prizes of up to 
100,000 Burundian francs—$400—if the assassin brings 
back a soldier’s head and weapon. [passage omitted] 


It is worth recalling that the search for Col. Sakubu’s 
body proceeded for two days, in the absence of the local 
authority, something which astonished public opinion in 
Bujumbura.

{[FBIS Translated Text] Kigali—Forty-eight-year-old 
Faustin Twagiramungu was one of the Hutu politicians 
who saved the honor of his ethnic majority (85 percent of 
the popuiation) by opposing General Juvena!l Habyari- 
maina’s dictatorship, which cruelly persecuted the Tutsi 
minority. 


The prime minister’s paiace still has broken windows, 
and a fragile base. Twagiramungu, a moderate, heads a 
five-party government whose strongman is Vice Presi- 
dent and Defense Minister Paul Kagame, leader of the 
Rwandai Patriotic Front (RPF) and founder of the Tutsi 
“liberation army.’ The prime minister has achieved a 
certain symbiosis between the two militias which faced 
each other in the civil war: Colonel Marcel Gatsinzi, the 
defeated army’s chief of staff, is the current deputy chief 
of staff. But his government is under the supervision of 
Kagame, oscillating between radicals and moderates. 
Many people describe the regime as a Tutsi military 
dictatorship, softened by an Assembly coopted by the 
parties, and, especially, by its prime minister’s demo- 
cratic intentions. 


[Vidal-Folch] The prisons are full and the number of 
prisoners is increasing. You people will end up locking 
up half the country, and nobody has been tried as yet. 


[Twagiramungu] This is our priority: To set in motion 
the judicial system, which is very weak. We have hardly 
any judges and some prisoners are dying. That is why we 
have just passed a law which authorizes foreign judges to 
work in Rwanda. 


{Vidal-Folch] Should you not decree an amnesty? 


[Twagiramungu] An amnesty conflicts with the aim of 
eliminating impunity There were massacres here, and 
the criminals must be punished. It is known who the 
leaders of the genocide were. We cannot forget all about 
it, because then other people would also kill. Reconcili- 
ation is never based on leniency for criminals. In Europe 
the Nazis were punished. How can those who do not 
repent be amnestied? 


[Vidal-Folch] Your aim is to stabilize, but there are still 
incidents. 


[Twagiramungu] Some elements from outside are pene- 
trating and firing shells and cutting off power. There are 
also some from inside. In order to achieve complete 
security, we must secure the return of the refugees and 
the displaced people and resettle them. Some people are 
reluctant, because they fear for their safety and because 
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we have only now been able to start the resettlement 
program, in cooperation with and with the financial 
assistance of the World Bank and the European Union. 


[Vidal-Folch] Violent ethnic clashes are increasing in 
your neighbor Burundi. 


[Twagiramungu] An explosion in Burundi would have 
pernicious effects in Rwanda. I do not see how we could 
care for 300,000 Burundian refugees, as well as our own. 
But the problem is not ethnic. People must reject the 
traditional feeling, inculcated since the beginning of the 
century. The problem is not one of Tutsis and Hutus but 
one of power: Everybody wants power for himself, and 
what must be done is to share it. 


[Vidal-Folch] Can an explosion in southeast Africa be 
averted? 


[Twagiramungu] We need more foreign aid in order to 
rehabilitate the country over the next few years and 
international support in order to implement preventive 
political measures. What happens in Burundi, Tanzania, 
or Zaire affects all of us, and it also affects the interna- 
tional community. Europe has spent $1 billion (around 
130 billion pesetas) since the crisis began, which could 
have been earmarked for other purposes. Why does 
Butrus-Ghali not go to Burundi for a week? He must go 
there. We all belong to the United Nations even though 
we are small.

Government Denies Hutu Militia Training in 
Camps

[FBIS Translated Text] Kinshasa, 16 Mar (AFP)}—Sombo 
Di Bele, spokesman for Prime Minister Kengo wa Dondo, 
today dismissed a BBC Television Network report 
claiming that Hutu militiamen are being trained in or near 
Rwandan refugee camps in Zaire to carry out guerrilla 
attacks on Rwanda and Burundi. “This reportage can only 
be an act of manipulation, and could not have been done 
at the place-—Kamanyola locality, close to Bukavu, capital 
of Sud Kivu—mentioned by the BBC,” Mr. Sombo, the 
prime minister’s spokesman told AFP. 


“Given the BBC’s credible reputation, he added, its team 
might have been deceived concerning the place, where 
the reportage was done. The existence of a training camp 
for Hutu militiamen in Kamanyola would be a nonsense 
anyway. The locality lies precisely across the borders of 
Zaire, Rwanda, and Burundi which individually and 
closely monitor all activities that can be initiated on 
their own Dorders in such sensitive areas.”” Mr. Sombo 
stated, furthermore, that an investigation would be 
ordered to determine the conditions in which this 
reportage was carried out.

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For his part, Wa Bassara Mutiri, the official in charge of 
special duties for humanitarian aid at the prime minis- 
ter’s office, on his return from a two-week visit to 
Bukavu, said “he did not meet any BBC Television team 
there.”” He wondered when the British Television carried 
out this reportage presented as “proof” that militiamen 
are being trained in the refugee camps in Zaire. 


On the occasion, he disclosed that 750 Zairian soldiers 
would soon be deployed in that region of Sud Kivu to 
enhance the control of some 30 Rwandan refugee camps 
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hosting about 300,000 people. Like various relief orga- 
nizations, Mr. Muturi said that the “true” problem 
facing Rwandan refugees in Zaire is the current food 
situation in the camps, where the food rations distrib- 
uted have been reduced by two thirds. He also said it is 
up to the Kigali Government to make “the necessary 
efforts” > repatriate its compatriots, who, he stressed, 
“Zaire does not want on its territory. Less still, Zaire 
would not like to increase its own problems, and face 
intolerable accusations.”

Moi Discusses Upcoming Constitutional Reform

Daniel arap Moi, today, reiterated that the constitu- 
tional amendments which will be undertaken in the 
country will take into cognizance the wider needs of the 
majority of Kenyans, and not only a few leaders. The 
president observed that some leaders were eager to make 
changes in the Constitution in the hope of creating 
powerful posts for themselves, like that of prime min- 
ister, at the expense of wananchi’s [citizens’] needs. 
President Moi stressed that the Constitution must take 
into consideration the security of an individual and that 
of the country. 


Noting that he was for true democracy, President Moi 
said anyone was free, including those in the opposition, 
to move in the country unhindered, provided that they 
did not engage in subversive activities. The president 
once again condemned the senseless killings of six 
policemen by self-proclaimed FERA [February Eighteen 
Resistance Army] activists, adding that, on attainment 
of independence, the country had accomplished all the 
wars that needed armed combat and, as such, guerrilla 
movements had outlived their usefulness. 


President Moi was speaking at Karai primary school 
grounds in Kikuyu constituency of Kiambu District 
[central Kenya] when he addressed a mammoth public 
rally. The president further said that if there was any war 
to be fought, then it should be directed toward the 
eradication of poverty, disease, and the provision of food 
to the population. 


President Moi at the same time asked leaders in the 
country to impress upon wananchi, and especially squat- 
ters, the importance of government settlement schemes. 
He expressed concern that some squatters wh. ad been 
settled in Ndeiya and Kinale areas of Kiambu District 
had sold their pieces of land, making nonsense of the 
whole settlement program. President Moi, however, said 
the government had prioritized development projects 
which directly affected wananchi, and was concerned 
when such projects came to nought. 


President Moi also called on the opposition leaders to 
desist from hurling insults to their perceived adversaries, 
saying that leadership could not be solved through coer- 
cion. He advised anyone aspiring for leadership posi- 
tions to humble themselves, and serve wananchi 
selflessly so as to endear themselves with the people, and 
not preoccupy themselves with adopting a confronta- 
tional stance. 


President Moi went on to say that African leadership 
since time immemorial was governed by consensus, 
where the leaders sought the opinions of the majority 
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and [did] not pursue their own many interests, as it is 
with most leaders presently. [passage omitted]

Ethiopians Arrive To Mediate Between Clans

15-member Ethiopian delegation composed mainly of 
Somalis from the southeastern Ogaden Region arrived 
here on Thursday [16 March] for an | Ith hour attempt to 
mediate between warring Somali clans and sub-clans. 


The delegation, which landed at a dusty airstrip 50 
kilometres (30 miles) south of Mogadishu due to the 
closure of the main Mogadishu Airport following the 
departure earlier this month of the UN Operation in 
Somalia forces, have already visited the country’s north- 
eastern region of Bossaso and the breakaway Republic of 
Somaliland. 


Sultan Mohamed Hassan Gababa, the head of the dele- 
gation, declined to talk to the press on their mediation 
role before holding meetings with the two main faction 
leaders, General Mohamed Farah Aidid and the interim 
President Ali Mahdi Mohamed. 


“It will be too soon to give a political judgement at this 
stage. First we have to study the situation here’’, Sultan 
Mohamed said. 


Sources here said the delegation would not submit con- 
crete proposals for the solution of Somalia’s anarchical 
problems, but would instead listen to different stands by 
political leaders and warring clans and sub-clans These 
views would be submitted to Ethiopian authorities, who 
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were designated by the Organisation of African Unity to 
mediate between Somalia’s communities, to sift through 
and come up with their own conclusions and recommen- 
dations. 


Ethiopia has so far hosted three peace conferences on 
Somalia, but none has produced a successful solution to 
Somalia’s five-year civil strife. General Aidid has wel- 
comed efforts by Ethiopia to find a peaceful solution to 
Somalia’s problems, but has made it known he would not 
accept an invitation by Ethiopia to attend any conference 
on Somalia held outside the country. “Any conference 
outside the country will escalate the current Somali prob- 
lem,” said Aidid, who still hopes for the establishment of a 
national government through a conference hosted in Mog- 
adishu by his Somali National Alliance faction. 


The delegation was due to visit the southern port of 
Kismaayo and also other parts of the country to sound 
out more views that could lead to the solution of the 
Somali debacle. UN ambassador to Somalia Victor 
Gbeho held talks this week on the Somali situation with 
Ethiopian President Meles Zenawi.

Students, Workers Trash Witwatersrand 
University

SAPA—Students and workers trashed the campus of the 
University of Witwatersrand on Thursday afternoon 
soon after being addressed by African National Congress 
Deputy Secretary-General Chery! Carolus. 


The ANC was sick and tired of the situation at the 
university, she said. “Everytime the situation at the 
universi:y becomes explosive, the ANC is called in.” The 
solution lay with the parties involved, she said, adding 
she saw the ANC’s role at best as facilitator. 


The South African Students’ Congress and the National 
Education, Health and Allied Workers’ Union are 
demanding the reinstatement of 39 workers and nine 
students who were dismissed or expelled after two 
administration officials were taken hostage and the caf- 
eteria was trashed last year. Vice-Chancellor Prof Robert 
Charlton said in a statement earlier on Thursday he 
could not agree to the reinstatement. 


But about 150 students and workers, who waited more 
than three hours for Ms Carolus, had been expecting a 
decision from a meeting between Ms Carolus, former 
ANC Deputy President Walter Sisulu and Prof Charlton. 
Ms Carolus told the students and workers the ANC was 
distressed that the situation had been continuing for 
such a long time because it caused a hardening of 
attitudes towards transformation. She said President 
Nelson Mandel: supported the students in pursuit of 
their democratic rights, but they could not do this at the 
expense of others. The government and the ANC would 
not tolerate violence, destruction and violation of 
human rights. 


Soon after Ms Carolus’ address, a breakaway group of 
workers and students overturned dustbins and switched 
on hosepipes on cainpus. The reinstatement issue 
remains the stumbling block for progress of the univer- 
sity’s Forum for Further Accelerated and Comprehen- 
sive Transformation. 


Protests Hit Several Schools

The immediate closure of Free State Technikon was 
announced by spokesman Cas Vorster following days of 
racial conflict at the campus. And Prof Bengu was given 
an ultimatum by students at Vista University in Port 


REPUBLIC OF SOUTH AFRICA 
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Elizabeth, who demanded he reply to their demands by 
Monday [20 March]. More than 200 students from the 
campus were bused to the offices of the Department of 
Education and Culture where they handed over their list 
of demands to a conflict management team. They 
cemanded that the minister influence the University 
Council to co-operate with the National Transformation 
Forum or disband. The students also called for the 
election of a democratically-elected council and for the 
-e-instatement of suspended Vista Sebokeng campus 
Director Dr S Kekana. 


In Durban, hundreds of students from Technikon 
Natal’s Pietermaritzburg campus staged a demonstra- 
tion outside the Technikon’s main campus in Berea. 
They demanded a reduction in fees and disbandment of 
the Technikon’s governing council. They also com- 
plained of poor residential facilities. Student representa- 
tives were due to meet the rector on Thursday afternoon. 


The Freedom Front warned that parents whose children 
were studying under difficult financial circumstances 
were losing patience with the authorities. The danger 
existe that these parents could take the law into their 
own hands. “The time for talking and kid-gloved nego- 
tiations with irresponsible challengers of authorities is 
over,” FF spokeswoman for the Free State Legislature, 
Mrs Kobie Gouws, said. “Steps should be taken to 
restore responsibility and refinement on our campuses. I 
plead with the responsible authorities to normalise the 
situation on the campuses. But I also warn them that 
they are sitting on a powderkeg if order is noi restored at 
many tertiary institutions.” 


The National Party [NP] said police and education 
authorities must act immediately to ensure stability at 
the campuses, where unrest has intensified despite Pres- 
ident Nelson Mandela’s call for a crack-down on student 
dissent. “An immediate end has to be made to the 
increasing unrest and disruptions on university cam- 
puses,” the NP’s Gauteng spokesman, Mr Daryl Swane- 
poel, said in a statement. 


There were some positive developments on Thursday. 
The Student Representative Council at the University of 
the Western Cape called off its lecture boycott after 
agreement at a consultative forum that the university 
would register 52 students who did not meet the regis- 
tration criteria. The 52 students fell outside the terms of 
an agreement between students and the administration 
on financial assistance and student indebtedness. Con- 
sultative forum spokesman Larry Pokpas said the forum 
had been convened in an effort to resolve the crisis at the 
university over the past week. 


The University of Fort Hare in Ciskei was reportedly 
calm on Thursday, although boycotting students had not 
returned to classes. Management and student represen- 
tatives were trying to find to a solution to their problems. 
On Wednesday night Fort Hare students said they would 
present management with a request to have permanent 
stucent cards issued if students provided guarantee of 
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payment of fees. Eastern Cape Director-General 
Thozamile Botha defused conflict on Wednesday night 
when management and administration staff were taken 
hostage. Mr Botha undertook to convey a memorandum 
on the financial crisis at the university to the National 
Department of Education.

In a statement issued from Pretoria, Commissioner 
Fivaz referred specifically to last year’s alleged invasion 
of the former Bophuthatswana by elements of the AWB 
{Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging, Afrikaner Resistance 
Movement] and the subsequent events there which cul- 
minated in the ousting of President Lucas Mangope. 
Scores of people were killed in the ensuing riots in the 
former hon.eland. 


“I have taken note of AWB leader Mr Eugene Terre- 
blanche’s statements on the murder—by a police offi- 
cial—of AWB supporters in the former homeland,” 
Commissioner Fivaz said. 


“However, I have also taken note of Mr Terreblanche’s 
boasting claims that the AWB murdered about 50 per- 
sons during its ‘invasion’ of the homeland.” 


Commissioner Fivaz said both these aspects must be 
fully and properly investigated and appropriate action 
taken as soon as possible. 


He further said it was vital the investigation into the 
shooting at Shell House, housing the African National 
Congress’s headquarters in Johannesburg, be completed 
as soon as possible so that justice can take its course. 


A number of people, including supporters of the Inkatha 
Freedom Party [IFP], were shot and killed shortly before 
the April election last year, allegedly by ANC security 
personnel during the Shell House incident. The IFP 
subsequently called on the SA Police Services to launch 
an investigation into the incident. 


“I have therefore directed that the divisional chief of the 
National Crime Investigation Services, Lt-Gen Wouter 
Grove, establish a special team of detectives to ensure that 
these investigations are properly and speedily expedited.” 


Commissioner Fivaz added it was essential such matters 
be satisfactorily resolved as soon as possible and that, 
above all, justice be done and [be] seen to be done. 
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“If not, the credibility of both the criminal justice system 
as a whole and the SA Police Service in particular will be 
seriously damaged.” 


Commissioner Fivaz reiterated his commitment to pro- 
fessional and impartial policing for all communities. 


Modise Briefed on Missing Transkei Defense 
Arms

The minister also reportedly learned that about 50 TDF 
rifles had been given to ANC supporters in Tsolo in

Members of a 50-strong armed unit, allegedly set up by 
Dr Mpehle without the approval of Premier Raymond 
Mhlaba or his executive, have been accused of involve- 
ment in conflict in Tsolo and other criminal activity. 


Mr Mhlaba ordered the unit shut down and its members 
disarmed two weeks ago. It comprised former Umkh- 
onto we Sizwe [Spear of the Nation; ANC military wing] 
and ANC self-defence unit members. 


According to a source in the security services, Mr Modise 
was briefed about the outstanding weapons by a senior 
officer from the South African National Defence Force’s 
“closing down group” based in Umtata, Brig Mbulelo 
Tshiki. The source said Mr Modise had been “upset” at 
the news. 


A spokesman for Mr Modise, Dr Das Herbst, confirmed 
on Wednesday night the minister had been briefed 
during his visit about missing ex-TDF weapons. He 
could not confirm whether Tsolo had been discussed. 


Asked what action the ministry would take to ensure the 
weapons were recovered, Dr Herbst said the number of 
missing weapons would have to be ascertained and the 
individuals to whom they had been given contacted. 


“Anybody with illegal arms is expected to hand them in. 
Repeated calls to this effect have been made,” he said. 


The head of the Criminal Investigation Department, Col 
Joos van der Westhuizen, confirmed police were inves- 
tigating missing weapons in the former Transkei. 


“Our main problem is there was no proper inventory kept 
of weapons handed out. So we don’t know how and what 
was handed out to whom. We've nothixig to work on.

“All I know, we are pursuing this matter with the 
premier’s office.

A 
candidate for election into the office of the vice president 
must also have similar qualifications. Debates for the 
adoption of most other provisions in Chapter 6 were 
adopted without much contention until Dr. Ukeji 
Unuokefuru from Imo urged the conference to include 
the issue of a candidate’s zone of origin as one of the 
provisions for qualification as presidential candidate or 
not: 


[Unuokefuru] In habitual presidency and qualification, 
you must clear all areas of ambiguity, potential collision. 
We have agreed—the conference—that presidency 
should rotate between north and south, these two presi- 
dential zones.

[Abubakar] After much debate for and against, confer- 
ence rejected this provision, but Chief Banji Olowo 
Olafumondo says it will have been a safeguard for 
democracy. 


[Olafumondo] We should not wait for disqualification 
after election. We should do it before election so that 
there will be no other annulment. 


[Abubakar] Chief Cornelius Ateki from Delta sees it this 
way. 


{[Ateki] The chairman himself has already ruled on 17 
October 1994 and if he is saying that we don’t have to 
bring in fresh motions as at this moment, there was no 
basis for us to go back and debate what we did not agree 
and so it was the conference decision that I raised as a 
technical issue and it was accepted. 


[Abubakar] Alhaji Seidu Mohammed Tamsa Adawu 
from Sokoto says the idea was unnecessary: 


{[Adawu] We feel that motion is putting the cart before 
the horse because the whole issue of zoning is yet to be 
decided finally. Until we reach Clause 227 where the 
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issue of zoning is recommended by the drafting com- 
mittee, it is then this issue will be decided finally. 


[Abubakar] As at the time conference adjourned this 
afternoon, delegates have adopted up to Section 162 of 
Chapter 6 of the draft constitution. They expected to 
commence the base tomorrow from Section 163 which 
makes provisions for public revenues for both the feder- 
ation and local government accounts. [end recording] 


Executive Chapter Ratified

in Nigeria has ratified Chapter 6 of the draft Constitu- 
tion dealing with the executive arm of government.

[Begin recording] [Umaru] People who are saying that 
we have to bring the question of rotation in the area of 
qualification and the area of disqualification, I think 
they are wrong. 


[Othman] Why do you think that they are wrong, bearing 
in mind that there were provisions on how to disqualify 
one if the zoning arrangement is to be functional? 


{Umaru] You see, why they are wrong is that this 
rotation of certain posts, both [as heard] the presidency, 
the gubernatorialship, and the chairmanship of the 
council is a special thing and is supposed to be transi- 
tional. So there is a special place in the Constitution for 
it, and in that place it is explicitly explained how 
somebody, even if he is elected and he is not from that 
particular zone, his election, you know, does not, you 
know, become binding. In other words, he will not even 
be allowed to contest, but it is there in that special 
section. There is no point for us to pollute the entire 
Constitution with all this question of rotation. 


[Othman] And, hu” about the situation whereby the 
delegates were trying to ensure that the problem is 
tackled before any other election is conducted and some- 
body is being not allowed to be sworn in because of these 
clauses? 


{[Umaru] You see, people are just, you know, trying to 
make a mountain out of an anthill. The thing is this: 
Once Nigerians said that this post will rotate, I mean, 
every Nigerian has accepted it, and there is no point 
[that] in every place in the Constitution we have to get 
back to (it), because Nigerians are the people that will 
cast votes. It is no longer possible for two successive 
candidates for the presidential election to emerge from 
the same place. It is no longer possible. So that one has 
answered everything. [end recording]

The provision also stipulates 
that such appointment shall be made from among any of 
the directors general or permanent secretaries of the 
Federation or states, or from retired civil servants of 
repute. 


Other offices to which this section applies are ambassa- 
dors, high commissioners, or other principal representa- 
tives of Nigeria abroad. Similarly, the provision also 
provides that appointments as ambassadors, high com- 
missioners, or principal representatives of the country 
abroad, will have effect only after their confirmation by 
the Senate. Noncareer ambassadors or personal staff of 
the president shall be at his pleasure, and shall cease 
when the president ceases to ho’? office. In addition, the 
provision provides that in exercising his powers of 
appointment under this section, the president shall have 
regard to the federal character of Nigeria, and the need to 
promote national unity. 


Delegates, however, rejected the provisions on public 
revenue as contained in Section 163 of the draft Consti- 
tution. The Conference unanimously voted for the 
redrafting of the section to reflect what they specified as 
[words indistinct] 10 percent set aside for derivation in 
the revenue formula, and other criteria for revenue 
allocation. This includes terrain, population density, 
equality of states, and others. 


Delegates had so far adupted to Section 203 of Chapter 
6 of the draft Constitution by the time they adjourned 
this afternoon. The Conference will commence debate 
on Section 204 of the draft Constitution on Monday [20 
March] when it reconvenes. [end recording]

Diplomatic 
sources say that these solidarity marches are being orga- 
nized and financed by the military administrators of 
these states, who want at all costs to keep their posts,

Sources say the state government had 
waded into the leadership crisis by stopping the two Air 
Force officers from parading themselves as chairmen of 
the petroleum monitoring committee. However, despite 
the fuel scarcity, transport fares have not been increased 
as buses and taxis in Jimeta and Yola still charge the 
usual five naira per drop while commercial motorcyclists 
charge 10 naira per drop as has been the case before the 
scarcity. 


Journalists Union Criticizes Press Laws

Nigeria Union of Journalists (NUJ), the umbrella organ- 
isation for the country’s 13,000 journalists, marked the 
40th anniversary of its inception Wednesday [15 March] 
with an attack on the country’s restrictive press laws. 


“Since the inception of the union, 40 years ago, many 
restrictive laws have been introduced to the detriment of 
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the profession,” NUJ president Ladi Lawal told a ncws 
conference. ““We have never had it so rough, even during 
the colonial era,” he said. 


Last summer, three independent press groups—the Con- 
cord, the Guardian and Punch- - were banned by the 
military junta for what it described as security reasons. 


The Concord, established in 1980, is owned [by] Chief

June 1993 presidential elections later voided by the 
military. Abiola is currently in jail on treason charges 
after declaring himself president on the first anniversary 
of the poll. 


The government recently extended the ban on the three 
groups by a further six months. 


The NUJ reiterated its appeal to the government to lift 
th. bans “‘in the interest of good governance, respect for 
human dignity, (and) political, economic and social 
development of the country.” 


The union was established on March 15, 1955. 


FIFA Ends Hope for Soccer Championships

{[FBIS Transcribed Text] Bad news this afternoon for 
Nigerian soccer officials, players, and fans. The world 
football body, FIFA [International Federation of Asso- 
ciation Football], has come down against holding the 
World Youth Championships in Nigeria.

First, FIFA was unhappy about facili- 
ties. The Nigerians put them right. Then FIFA said it was 
concerned about an outbreak of meningitis and cholera, 
and postponed the tournament that was supposed to be 
held this month.

But underlying it all was the fear 
that recent talk of coup plots in Nigeria and the arrest of 
prominent people might weigh the scales against Nigeria. 
Well, now a statement has been issued by FIFA in 
Geneva, canceling the holding of the tournament in 
Nigeria. On the line to Geneva, Raggi Omar asked sports 
journalist Iva Vagula if any reasons had been given: 


[Begin recording] [Vagula] The statement I have 
received says that the emergency committee which con- 
sulted on the report submitted by the fact-finding com- 
mittee, which toured Nigeria from 2 to 5 March.... 
[pauses] This committee met with local officials and the 
representative of the WHO, and the statement goes on to 
say that while the medical conditions in Nigeria were 
found to be generally satisfactory, with no exceptional 
circumstances or evidence of epidemics in the venue 
areas—which was one of the reasons which led to FIFA 
canceling the championship in the first place—it con- 
tinues, the inspection group expressed concern on cer- 
tain other related matters including security. 
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[Omar] So, presumably, they worry about the overall 
political security situation in Nigeria. Is that what they 
are getting at? 


[Vagula] One has got to draw this inference, and it says 
that another factor is that FIFA has said they have also 
consulted international events insurance specialists who 
retterated earlier reluctance to provide the obligatory 
insurance cover. 


[Omar] So you think it is about money at the end of the 
day? 


[Vagula] Yes, in the long run, in the long run it is a 
question of money, because, I mean, if the insurance 
companies are not prepared to cover the participants 
then, of course, FIFA will not take the risk. 


[Omar] Have you been in touch with any sort of Nigerian 
officials about their reaction? 


[Vagula] No, not yet. But, no doubt, it will be a flood of 
stuff, eh? This is bound to create tremendous amount of 
outrage and indignation in Nigeria. [end recording] 
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
